Tho opinion seemed to prevail 
among the crowd that the anarchists, 
not only from France, bat elsewhere, are 
resolved to force the world to take serioui 
notice ol their existence and their doings. 
It is very likely that the methods they 
are pursuing will effect this end, but it 
the general opinion that if they succeed 
in their object it will be ad' much the 
worse for tuein.

One of 
the men pa'd the bill of the party and 
wont toward the door, which he held 
open. One of life companions placed a 
uarcel under a table beside the counter, 
while the third man ignited a match and 
lighted a cigarette.

apparently to avoid the sulphurous 
vapor omitted. After the cigarette wae 
lighted, then men joined their compan- 
ions who were at the door.and all quickly 
deputed down the rue Lincey. Soon 
afterward the explosion occurred. Ihe 
theory that the explosion was occasioned 
in this manner does not agree with the 
result of the urquiry that haa been made 
by the municipal engineers. The engin- 
eers believe that a dynamite bomb was 
placed at the threshold ot the restaurant, 
which had a double door, one section of 
which 
was generally open, raiting 
ualmt the counter. The flooring at the 
doorway wu covered with an iron plate. 
The bomb appears to have been depos- 
ited about lour inches from this plate m- 
•ide the restaurant. The landlady of the 
hotel iltuated over the restaurant de- 
Clares that half an hour before the 
explosion two men dressed as peasants, 
lied to her

The islands are of 
Mazatlan on the coast of Mex Co. It 
was near irtem that 1-st September the 
brig Tahiti was found floating bottom 
side up, and it wan supposed that some 
of theeailors might have made a landing 
upon the islands. The Tahiti was suit 
to have been • genuine pirate and 
slaver, and waB loaded with native 
from'tho South Sea islands who wort 
being taken'to the west coast of Moxlcc 
to work on sugar and coffee plantation! 
The crew and slaves wore all lost, ill 
Boston made thorough «earch of thea 
islands, but fonnd no trace of any livln 
human being. The Boston will remain 
here until Saturday, and then procee 
to San Francisco.

A big damage suit was begun m the 


superior court yesterday by J. M. Smith 
against the Western. Union telegraph 
company. Tho plaintiff wants $30,000 
on account of tho defendant's failure to 
deliver a message. The circumstances; 
as given in the complaint, are as fol- 
ow: 


%0n July 28,1891, the plaintiff informed 
he defendant, at its main office In San 
iTrancieco, tbat his wife was then cu 
route from Big Springs, Tex.,' to San 
Francisco to joiu the plaintiff, and in 
order tbat he might meet ber at the 
station and take care of her, be had 
made arrangements with hot to tele- 
graph him tbe date and train upon 
which sbe would arrive. 


Tbat there might be no mistake or de- 


lay in delivering said telegram, plaintiff 
gave the defendant hie name and resi- 
dence, which defendant copied in a book 
kept by it for that purpose. 


About July 31, 1891, Mrs. Smith 


reached Fresno.and there delivered to 
the defendant a message for plaintiff in 
which she stated tbe date and tram upon 
which she would arrive. The message 
was accepted. 


The defendant knew the residence of 


the plaintiff and also the special nature 
of tbe message, tbe immediate delivery 
of which, was of great importance to 
plaintiff; yet, the plaintiff alleges, the 
defendant neglected and refused to tie- 
liver said message, which neglect and 
refusal was wilful and wanton. 


By reason of said neglect ttie plaintiff 


was unable to meet his wife at tho 
station upon her arrival, and protect and 
care for her. Instead she was compelled 
to rely upon strangers for care and pro- 
tection, being nearly destitute of money. 
Plaintiff alleges that bis wife was of a 
frail and sensitive nature, and at tho 
time ol her arrival was weak and ill and 
had, 
besides, three small children to 


look after. It was two days alter her ar- 
rival that her presence in Han Francisco 
became known to him. 


By reason ot the excitement and dis- 


tress, plaintiff's wife became ill and 
died, on September 21. 1891, as a direct 
result of the neglect of the defendant. 


Plaintiff therefore prays for $10,GQO 


damages for beiug prevented from pro- 
tecting and caring for bis wife upon her 
arrival; $10,000 for the mental and phys- 
ical Buffering caused by the defendant's 
negligence, and $10,000 for the death of 
his wife.
